Urban  Watershed  Planning 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  investing  in 
sewer  system  improvements,  and  we  want  to  hear  from  you. 

We  operate  San  Francisco's  combined  sewer  system,  which  uses  a network  of  pipes 
to  collect  both  wastewater  and  stormwater.  This  means  the  rainwater  that  runs  off 
roofs  and  streets  is  collected  and  treated  at  our  plants  along  with  the  water  from 
sinks,  showers,  and  toilets.  On  days  when  there  is  no  rain,  more  than  80  million 
gallons  of  wastewater  is  collected  and  sent  to  our  plants  for  treatment  before  the 
cleaned  water  is  released  into  the  San  Francisco  Bay  and  Pacific  Ocean.  The  number 
of  gallons  collected  and  treated  increases  to  500  million  gallons  on  a rainy  day. 

Every  day,  nearly  one  million  residents,  businesses  and  visitors  rely  on  us. 

A safe,  efficient  sewer  system  is  critical  for  public  health  and  safety;  however,  parts 
of  our  sewer  system  are  very  old  and  need  repair.  The  Sewer  System  Improvement 
Program  (SSIP)  is  a collection  of  innovative  and  sustainable  improvements  needed 
to  fix  our  aging  system,  protect  public  health  and  leave  our  City  better  for  generations 
to  come.  The  SSIP  will: 

• GREY:  Upgrade  sewer  pipes  and  treatment  facilities:  nearly  70%  of  our  1,000  miles  of 

pipes  are  over  80  years  old.  Our  largest  plant,  the  Southeast  Treatment  Plant  in 
Bayview/Hunters  Point,  was  built  in  1952  and  handles  80%  of  our  wastewater. 
The  plant  is  in  need  of  major  upgrades. 

• GREEN:  Add  Low-Impact  Design  (LID  or  green  infrastructure)  that  can  help  manage 

stormwater  while  beautifying  our  neighborhoods  and  creatingjobs. 

• CLEAN:  Protect  public  health  and  our  environment. 

San  Francisco's  Urban  Watersheds 

One  of  the  City’s  challenges  is  that  much  of  the  watershed  area  is  paved  or  has 
hard  surfaces  and  the  rain  has  no  place  to  go  other  than  the  City's  combined  sewer 
system.  We  are  evaluating  each  of  San  Francisco’s  eight  natural  drainage  basins 
as  an  "urban  watershed.”  The  goal  of  this  planning  approach  is  to  understand  each 
watershed's  specific  problems  and  determine  possible  solutions  to  better  manage 
stormwater  while  providing  additional  environmental  and  social  benefits  to  the 
surrounding  community.  Types  of  solutions  will  include  a mix  of  "green”  above- 
ground projects  (like  rain  gardens  and  permeable  pavements)  and  "grey"  below- 
ground projects  (such  as  larger  pipes  or  pump  stations).
